REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
NATIONAL CEMETERIES. 



GENEBAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

1. In official correspondence these regulations will be re- 
ferred to as the Xiitional Cemetery Regulations (or the 
N. c. R.). 

2. No entries, notations, or other references will be made 
In this book without instructions from the Quartermaster 
General ; luir will any slips or raemofanda be pinned or 
|i;isted to any of the leaves. 

3. The national flas will be di.sjilayed from sunii^H to sun- 
si'f every day. The iiost flag will be used in pleas»int weather 
and the storm Hag in stormy and windy weather. 

4. The entrance gates will be kept closed between sunset 
and sunrise. 

5. Visitors will be allowed in the cemeteries only between 
sunrise and sunset. They will be required to be orderly and 
will not !"■ permitted to throw paper or other litter on the 
grounds, or to cut, break, or Injure any tree, shrub, or plant. 
Any perfinii who persists in violatlnj; this rule, after being 
warned, wlli lie ordered out, and if necessary ejected from the 
gi-ounds. If ejection liecoine neces.sary, only such force will 
lie used as may be required and care will be taken to avoid 
undue violence. 

6. The ceiiioterles will not be used as picnic grounds. 

7. The taking of photographs of private monuments, or the 
sale of plioiotrriiphs, souvenirs, refreshments, etc., will not be 
permitted without authority of the Quartermaster General. 

8. The speed of automobiles, bicycles, and other vehicles 
will be limited to 6 miles per hour. 

9. Roadways within the inclosures will not be used as public 
hl^'hwnys for drayage purposes or general traffic. 

iO. Sii;lit-seeing or other similar large automobiles or busses 
will not be permitted to enter any cemetery without authority 
of the Quartermaster General. 

11. The ^'nles will be closed over all carriageways if found 
necess.iry to do so In order to enforce the provisions of the 
tlnre preceding paniirraphs. 

(Ti 
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12. Should the roadways be seriously damaged by automo- 
biles or other heavy vehicles, especially during wet weather, 
the fact will be reported to the office having supervision. 

13. Attention is invited to the provisions of the following 
acts of Congress : 

■' Every person who wilfully destroys, mutilates, defaces, 
injures, or removes any monument, gravestone, or other struc- 
ture, or who wilfully destroys, cuts, breaks, injures, or re- 
moves any tree, shrub, or plant within the limits of any 
national cemetery, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars, and 
not more than one hundred, or by imprisonment for not less 
than fifteen days and not more than sixty. The superintend- 
ent in charge of any national cemetery is authorized to ar- 
rest forthwith any person engaged in committing any misde- 
meanor herein prohibited, and to bring such person before 
any United States commissioner or judge of any district or 
circuit court of the United States within any State or district 
where any of the cemeteries are situated, for the purpose of 
holding such person to answer for such misdemeanor, and then 
and there shall malie complaint in due form." Approved 
February 22, 1867 (sec. 4881, Rev. Stat). 

" Whoever shall knowingly and unlawfully break, open, or 
destroy any gate, fence, hedge, or wall enclosing any lands of 
the United States which, in pursuance of any law, have been 
reserved or purchased by the United States for any public 
use ; or whoever shall drive any cattle, horses, hogs, or other 
live stock upon any such lands for the purpose of destroying 
the grass or trees on said lands, or where they may destroy 
the said grass or trees; or whoever shall knowingly permit his 
cattle, horses, hogs, or other live stock to enter through any 
such enclosure upon any such lands of the United States, 
where such cattle, horses, hogs, or other live stock may or 
can destroy the grass or trees or other property of the United 
Slates on said lands, shall be fined not more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisoned not more than one year, or both : 
Provided, That nothing in this section shall be construed to 
apply to unreserved public lands." Approved March 4, 1909. 

14. At cemeteries where it is difficult to maintain order on 
occasions of public gatherings, such as Memorial days, etc., 
application will be made to the Quartermaster General for 
the necessary military or police protection. Such requests 
will be made, if practicable, not less than 30 days prior to 
the dates of such gatherings. 

15. The cemeteries will be placed in the best possible condi- 
tion prior to Memorial Days, and all assistance practicable 
will be rendered to patriotic organizations in carrying out 
the ceremonies appropriate to such occasions. Exclusive 
privileges for holding such services will not be granted to any 
organization, but equal rights will be extended to all. The 



flag will be displayed at halfstaff. All graves will be decor- 
ated with the small flags provided therefor; additional flags 
for this purpose will be requested when needed. When 
Memorial Day falls on a Sunday, the ceremonies will be held 
on the following Monday. 

16. Pedestrians will not be permitted to cross the grave sec- 
tions in passing between points outside the inclosure ; nor will 
the cemeteries be used as public highways. 

17. The erection of telephone, telegraph, or electric-light 
poles, the running of wires, the laying of water or sewer pipes, 
or any other work of this nature by individuals or corpora- 
tions, will not be permitted without authority of the Secretary 
of War. 

18. When Inspectors advise or suggest the doing of any worlt 
of the character referred to In paragraphs 56 and" 66, superin- 
tendents will not carry out such advice or suggestion unless 
so Instructed by the office having supervision. 

SUPERINTENDENTS. 

19. Superintendents will thoroughly familiarize themselves 
with these regulations. Failure to observe them will result 
in suspension or dismissal. When in doubt as to their inter- 
pretation, or as to the proper action to bo taken in any matter 
not covered thereby, instructions will be requested of the 
office having supervision. 

20. Superintendents are required to be temperate and moral 
in their habits and upright and honorable In their private 
transactions. They will be courteous to visitors, zealous and 
faithful In the discharge of their public duties, and will take a 
personal interest in maintaining the cemeteries in the best 
possible condition. 

21. They will maka frequent inspections of the entire ceme- 
tery, including roads, walics, grounds, approach roadway, etc., 
and will be held responsible for their condition and for failure 
to report matters requiring attention. 

22. They are required to perform manual labor whenever 
ne<essary in connection with the care and maintenance of the 
cemeteries, 

23. They will not accept tips from visitors, or remunera- 
tion for any services rendered in connection with burials, the 
erection of monuments, or other public work. 

24. When work is being done under contract, superintend- 
ents, in the absence of a Government engineer or inspector, 
will make report of any matter with reference to the work 
which In their opinion should be brought to the attention of the 
office having supervision. 

25. They will not be permitted to act as agents for, or in 
any manner in the interests of, contractors having charge of 
work pertaining to the cemetery. 
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26. They will not be providud with funds for any purpose, 
nor will they act as disbursing officers. All labor furnished 
and work performed at the cenuncries will be promptly re- 
ported to the office having supervision. 

27. They are cautioned not to incur any liabilities without 
authority of the office having supervision, or to make any pay- 
ments on account of tho United Stall's for services or supplies 
of any character, or for transiiortation charges on any articles 
purchased for use at the cemetery, except in cases of extraor- 
dinary emeru'cnoy which will not admit of delay. 

28. At the Mexico City National Cemetery payment for 
services and supplies will be made under special instructions 
of the Quartermaster General. 

29. They will not engage in farming, gardening, or other 
lirivale entai-prises which would iiilcrfere with their duties 
incident to the cave and maintenance of the ceiueleries. 

30. They will not give out any information likely to em- 
liiirrass the depanniont, such as exet'ptional action which has 
liet'U talicn in particular ciscs; or express any opinion regard- 
ing the pcdicy of the department in the management of the 
cemetery; or sugiicst application for special privileges. This 
does ufit prohibit the answering of any inquiry as to the place 
of burial, grave number, or the giving of such other informa- 
tion as the public should properly receive. Visitors making 
inquiries on other subjects will be referred to the othce having 
supervision. 

31. Superintendents should feel free at all times to submit 
any suggestion or recommendation or to forward any request 
concerning the administration of the affairs of the cemetery. 
All communications of this nature will rc-ceive due considera- 
tion and such action taken as the eircunistancos may warrant. 
The consulting of parties not connected with the department 
in regard to llie adnunistration of the affairs of iW. cemetery, 
or the making of complaints to such outs'de parties of alleged 
inability to receive consideration at the hands of the depart- 
ment, or the soliciting of outside influence to bring about favor- 
able loiisideration of matters pending Ijefore the department 
in which superintendents may be interested, will not be 
countenanced. 

32. Application for leave of absence will be made to the 
office having supervision. ^Vhen leave is authorized, super- 
intendents will place the cemetery in charge of a competent 
and trustworthy person without additional expense to the 
(iovernment. They will not absent themselves from the 
cemetery in attending to private affairs, except for brief 
periods, without authority of the office having supervision; 
and in all such cases the cemetery will be left in charge of a 
competent and trustworthy person. 

33. They are subject to transfer from time to time as their 
fitness and the interests of the service may require. When 
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ininsfer is made in the Interest of tiie service, they will be 
furnished transportation, and sleeping-car accommodations 
wb^'n necessary, for themselves, and transportation for their 
household I'lfcits and personal baggage not to exceed 4,000 
pounds. All iKTsonal baggage in excess of 150 pounds must 
be crated and shipped as household effects, unless superin- 
tendents desire to pay the excess baggage rates thereon. 

34. Wlien superintendents are transferred to cemeteries of 
higher grade, their increased pay will begin from the date 
of arrival at and assuming charge of the new station, and pay- 
ment will be made by the office having supervision of the 
cemetery to which ordered. When superintendents are trans- 
ferred to cemeteries of lower grade their decreased pay will 
begin from the date on which relieved, and payment will be 
made by the oflice having supervision of the cemetery to which 
ordered. 

35. When changing station they will make a complete In- 
ventory, in triplicate, of nil f!o\ernment property at the ceme- 
tery. This inventory will be checked and the property re- 
celpte<l for by the incoming superintendent. One copy of the 
inventory will be retained by each superintendent and one 
copy forwarded to the office bavins supervision. 

36. ^\'hen changing station they will see that their house- 
liold effects and personal linpgnge are properly packed and 
correctly marked. Earh box, ernte, or package will be num- 
bered and a list made giving the number of each box, crate, or 
package and the contents thereof. This list will be forwarded 
to the oflice having supervision in order that he may prepare 
a (iovernnient bill of lading to cover the shipment. House- 
hold eff( ets should not be sliipped on commercial bill of lading, 
as such action will render the superintendent liable for the 
tninsportation charges. 

37. Wlien ch.'inging. station they will make the Journey with- 
out unnecessary delny, and will report to the Quartermaster 
(leneral the dates of their departure for and arrival at their 
new stiUion. 

38. Superintendents desiring cbanu'c of station should siib- 
uilt reqiicst lo tlie (junrterniaster Gener.nl st.Tting the reasons 
therefor and the cemeteries, in the order of preference, to 
which transfer would be acceptable. 

ASSISTANT SUPEHINTENDENTS. 

39. When assistant superintendents are appointed, they are 
assisnod to the larger cemelerles for the purpose of obtaining 
n llioidugh knowledge of the duties of. and testing their 
mental and physical fitness for, tlie position of superintendent. 
The first six months of such service will constitute a proba- 
tionary term, during which monthly reports .is to their at- 
tendance, halills, aiul ^reiici'al elliciency will be made by the 
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sui)ermtendents to the office liaviug supervision. Any insub- 
ordination or improper conduct will be promptly reported. 

40. Ttiey will be required to be on duty at the cemetery 
during the usual hours of labor and to take a personal interest 
and an active part in the work. Any absence from duty will 
be promptly reported by superintendents with full explanation. 

41. They will be required to iserform ordinary manual labor 
in connection with the care and maintenance of the ceme- 
tery, and instructed in the use and care of tools and im- 
plements, in the care and cultivation of trees aud plants, in 
the preparation of accounts and estimates, aud in general 
correspondence and the keeping of cemetery records. These 
duties will be performed under the personal supervision of 
superintendents. 

42. At the expiration of the probationary period, superin- 
tendents will submit to the office haviug supervision a final 
leport on the general character and habits of the assistant 
superintendent and liis mental and physicnl fitness to take 
charge of a cemetery. 

43. .\ssistant superintendents will be granted the usual 
leave of absence with pay when the interests of the service 
will permit, nn application to the Quartermaster General, 
through the suiierintendent and the office having supervision, 
stnting their reasons for making the request. 

EMPLOYEES. 

44. Relatives of sujiorintendents will not be employed with- 
out authority of the Qnarlermiister General in each case. 

45. Minors will not be emiiloyeil as l.iborers without au- 
thority of the Quartermaster (ieneral. 

46. Women will not be emplnyed except as domestics. 

47. Cemetery employees will not be allowed to perform 
domestic duties for superintendents during the usual hours of 
labor, nor required to do so outside such hours. 

48. Permanent employees — that is, those who are continu- 
ously employed— will not be hired or dismissed without au- 
thority of the office having supervision. 

49. Temporary employees may be hired by the superintend- 
ent at the rates of pay and for the periods authorized by the 
office having supervision. They will be selected with due re- 
gard to their character and fitness for the work required of 
them. 

50. Insubordination, inattention to duty, or unauthorized 
absence from duty of any permanent employee will be 
promptly reported by the supermtendent with recommenda- 
tion to the office having supervision. 

51. Eight hours will constitute a day's worlc. 

52. Employees will be instructed to protect the buildings, 
tiees, plants, etc., from Injury by visitors, but cautioned to 
avoid any discourtesies. 
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53. Kmplojees will not be carried on the rolls under 
fictitious Diimes or for periods when no work is performed by 
thein. 

64. The hire of labor or other services outside the regular 
working hours will not be permitted except when, in cases of 
emergency, it may become necessary in order to protect Gov- 
ernment property from damage or destruction. 

55. Compensation in excess of their regular pay will not 
be allowed employees for digging graves or for any other work 
performed during the regular working hours. Persons in 
cliiiige of funerals must notify the superintendent in ample 
time to permit of the opening of the grave during the regnlnr 
working hours. 

BuiLDnras aks inclosukes. 

56. No building, shed, or inclosure of any character will be 
constructed, remodeled, altered, extended, or torn down with- 
fiut authority of the Quartermaster < funeral. The character 
of constnictlon of any portion of any building or Inclosure, 
such as substituting woodwork for plaster, etc., will not be 
changed without authority of the Quartermaster General. 

67. The lodge, or any other building, will not be piped for 
gas or wired for electric lights without authority of the Quar- 
termaster General. Where gas or electricity may be installed, 
the cost of illumination will be borne by the superintendent. 

58. Superintendents will make frequent examinations, espe- 
cially during the fall and winter, of all valleys, gutters, dovni 
spouts, olc. on the lodge and oulbuildings, and keep them 
clear of le:ives and rubbish of all kinds. 

59. The lodge will be kept neat and in good order, and the 
office maintained In proper condition at all times to receive 
visitors. 

60. The office will be used as the depository for public 
records and for receiving visitors, aud not as a living room. 
It will be kept entirely free of household furniture other than 
that authorized for the office. War relies, guns, bayonets, 
shot, old uniforms, plants, etc., will not be kept In the office, 
nor will unauthorized signs, posters, mottoes, etc., be displayed 
therein. 

61. The office door will be kept unlocked between the hours 
of sunrise and sunset. Visitors will be invited to enter the 
office, where they will be courteously received and made to 
feel that they are entering a room set apart especially for 
their accommodation and are not Intruding upon the domestic 
affairs of the superintendent. 

62. The lodge is intended for occupancy by the superin- 
tendent and his Immediate dependent family. If his imme- 
diate dependent family consist of persons other than his wife 
and unmarried children, the fact will be reported to the Qunr- 
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terraaster General, with the uames, ages aud relationship of 
such persons and the reason why they are classed as part of 
his immediate dependent family. 

63. ISiiperinteudents will not take boarders, or permit tho 
lodge to be used !is an otlioe l\v i)rot'ossi(inal men, nor will 
Ihey allow ;iny of the buildings lo bo used exct'iit for public 
purposes. 

64. Superintendeuls will be permitted to entertain their 
relatives and friends at the lodije for a period of two weeks 
or less without reporting the fact. If their entertainment for 
a longer period than two wooks be desired, special request 
for such permission will be made to the Quartermaster 
cenernl, with statement as to the number of persons it is 
desired to entertain and for what period. 

PAINTING. 

65. All painting will be done in the spring, so far as prac- 
ticable, and will conform to the following: 

Brick or .Stone Lodge. — Ovtside wail;: Brickwork or stone- 
work will nut be painted; if already painted, it will be re- 
painted dark red, but not penciled. Exposed concrete or 
pla.sier will not be painted. Woodwork of roof, window 
frames, sash, door frame.^, wooden sills, porches, columns, 
risers and sides of porcli steps, outside of hanging gutters, 
down spouts, and frame of ari^a way, white. Doors, blinds, 
and latticework under porches, bronze green. Slate roofs 
will not be painted. Tin roofs and inside of gutters, red. 
Shingle roofs : New shingles will be stained moss green ; old 
shingles will not be painted, but if already painted they will 
be repainted moss green. Ceilings of porches, light blue. 
Floors of porches and treads of steps, dark gray. Bronze 
or copper screens will not be painted; if already painted, they 
will be repainted bronze green. Inside work: Woodwork fin- 
ished In natural ^^ood will be oiled or varnished. All other 
woodwork, except floors, steps, and risers, will be painted 
white. New floors, steps, and riseis will be fln'slicd in nat- 
ural wood, filled and oiled or varnished. Old floors, steps, 
and risers, if already painted, will be repainted dark gray; 
if not painted, they will not be painted. Old floors, steps, or 
risers which have not been jminted may be stained walnut 
or mahogany when it is desired to use the bare floor, or when 
rugs or carjiets cover only a portion thereof. Walls of office 
and kitchen will be calcimined light green, and ceilings light 
cream ; walls and ceilings of other rooms will be papered. 
Plumbing work in kitchen, including sink and range boiler, 
will be painted in aluminum, except when nickel plated or 
brass. Basement walls and ceilings will be whitewashed, and 
steps left In natural wood. 
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Frame Ixjdge. — Outsiil'' work: Sideboarding and lattice 
under porches, light gray. Cornices, corner boards, and water 
tables, white. Uemainder same as specified for briclx or stone 
lodge. Inside work: The same as specified for brick or stone 
lodge. 

Outbuildings.— The same as specified for lodge of similar 
material. 

'J'he iil)ove does not apply to lodges and niitbnildings at 
thf Arlington and the Philadelphia National Ometerios. 
where special instructions of the (Quartermaster General will 
govern. 

Iron Kostbum. — IJrlcij foundation will not be painted: if 
already painted, it will be repainted dark red, but not pen- 
ciled. Uailing, columns, and structuiul ironwork, except 
nnder roof, black. Top of roof, red. Underside of roof, 
light blue. 

Bbick I^os^l!LM. — Brick walls and columns will not be 
painted; If already painted, they will be repainted dark red, 
I)Ut not iieiKileil, If roofed, the top will be painted red, and 
the underside, including the rafters, light blue; if not roofed, 
the rafters will be piiinted white. 

Fkame liosTiuiM.- r.rick foundation will not be painted; if 
already jiainted, it will be repainted dark red, but not pen- 
ciled. All woodwork, except top and underside of roof, white. 
Top of roof, red; underside, light blue. If not roofed, raf- 
ters will be painted white. 

I''i,AG8TAii-. — Flagstaff and guy wires, white. Anchor rods 
to guy wires, black. Where tliiKstaff has ornamental-Iron 
base, the base will lie painted black. Wooden steps on fiag- 
staft mound, dark gray. If steps are of brick, stone, or con- 
crete Uiey will not In' painted or white«'ashe<l. 

Arbors, Wi;li. Houses, and Hydrants. — Arbors, white. Well 
houses as specified for frame loil,i,'e. Ironwork and woodwork 
of windmill, lit;ht giay. Outside hydrants, black. 

Setters and \'ases. — Settees, bronze green ; vases, white. 
Tablets, Shot, ktc. — Following is the standard forniula for 
painting iron tablets, shot, cannon, and gun carriages: Add 
to laniiililack sufficient turiientine to make a very thick paste, 
cnre beiug taken that no dry lampblack remains in the mi.x- 
ture; let stand over night, and thin with liuseeil oil to the re- 
quired consistency. When ready for use add Japan varnish 
111 the proportion of a half pint of varnish to a half gallon 
ol' the paint, and thoroughly stir the mixture before using. 

The borders of tablets or the laces of letters (except on the 
Lincoln Memorial tablets) will not be painted with the above- 
described mixture, but will be painted with aluminum, cai'e 
being taken to clearly outline the border and the faces of the 
letters. The border and the faces of the letters of the Lincoln 
iMeniorial tablets will be painted with copper-bronze paint. 
Tablets will be kept in the best possible condition at all times. 
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When the paint tJicreou becomes gummy it will be scraped or 
burned ofif, care being taken not to damage the letters, and the 
tablets repainted. 

Bronze Suields. — The standard bronze shield showing the 
date of the establishment of the cemetery, etc., will not be 
painted; if already painted, it will be restored to its original 
condition. 

IxcLOSuEEs. — Iron fences, gates, and posts, black. Letters 
and shields, outlined with gold leaf. Brick or stone piers will 
not be painted ; if already painted, they will be repainted to 
match wall or fence. Wooden fences, light gray. 

DRIVES, WALKS, AND DRAINS. 

66. Drives, walks, or drains will not be established, ex- 
tended, or abolished, or the character or material of their 
construction changed, without authority of the Quartermaster 
General. Drives and walks which are not maintained as 
grass-covered drives and walks will be kept properly crowned, 
free from weeds or other growths, and properly defined by 
the alignment and trimming of the grass edges. Brick walks 
will be kept free from fungus or other growths. 

67. Gutters, when paved, will be kept free from grass, weeds, 
leaves, or other obstructions. When not paved grass will be 
allowed to grow over them. Bermuda, or other strong-rooted 
creeping grasses, when kept closely cut, make excellent revet- 
ting for the gutters, and will be used wherever practicable. 
Outlets and culverts will be kept open, and catch basins, 
manholes, etc., frequently cleaned out. 

68. Snow will be promptly removed from the walk between 
the main entrance and the lodge and from the walks in the 
immediate vicinity of the lodge. 

LAWNS. 

69. The grass will be cut often during the growing season. 
During a drought the grass will be cut less frequently and 
not so short, as cutting too close during a dry period is In- 
jurious. During a continued dry, hot period, when there is 
practically no growth. It is advisable to cease cutting. The 
length of the cut may be regulated by raising or lowering the 
bed knives of the mowers. 

70. Coarse weeds will be kept down, and as far as prac- 
ticable taken up by the roots. 

71. Care will be taken to avoid injury to monuments or 
headstones when cutting the grass. Sickles or shears will be 
used in cutting the grass around the bases of monuments and 
headstones and along the edges of drives and walks which 
can not be reached with lawn mowers. Grass roots around 
the bases of monuments or headstones, or along the edges of 
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tlrivt's, walks, or gutters will not be dug up or pulled up to 
uvoifl trimming by bund. 

72. A judicious and an economical treatment with well- 
rottod manure will be resorted to in order to maintain the 
lawns at a high standard. Where the soil is poor this worlj 
will be keiit up hy treating a portion of the cemetery every 
year. If the <cii]ctery is adjacent to a military post arrange- 
ment should be made, if practicable, through the Quarter- 
master <icL]C'r.il, to utilize manure from the post stables. 

73. A well-kept sward, graceful shade trees, pretty shrubs 
and e\('r;;r<c'ns are of greater importance and contribute more 
lo the beauty of the cemetery than a promiscuous distribu- 
tion of flower beds. A few flowers about the lodge and at 
one or more other prominent points are all that should be 
maintained, as the expense and attention required In the 
cultivation of a large number of flowers can be better utilized 
in the care of tlie lawns. 

74. (Ji-ound moles will be exterminated by traps ami other 
available moans. 

75. Flower beds will not be mounded, nor will mounds be 
made fuimnil any monunioiil, flat'stafT, or citber structure in 
tbe cenjelery. Where mounds alread.\ exist, tliey will not be 
leveled without iiiithorlty of tile Quartermaster (Jeneral. 

TREES, SHRUBS, ETC. 

76. Suiieriiiteiidents will acquaint themselves with the 
proper mode of cultivating trees and shrubs, especially the 
kinds that tliiive best in the locality of the cemetery. 

77. Trees, slirubs. bushes, or vines will not be planted or 
removed, nor will any flowei- beds be established, altered, or 
abolished without aulborKy of the Quartermaster General, or 
by special instructions of the larulscape gardener of the Quar- 
termaster's 1 )epartnient. 

78. Transplanting should not bo attempted in very hot or 
very dry weather. In the case of evergreens It should be done 
preferably during the spring in nortliern climates and dur- 
ing the fall in southern climates. A liberal amount of native 
.soil should be removed with the plants and the roots dis- 
turbed as little as iiosslble, special care belug taken that they 
are not long exposed to I be sun or wind and that the soil 
about them is well covered with leaves or mulch. The holes 
should be sufllclently large and deep to admit of a considerable 
quantity of rich subsoil beinu ileiwsited ilu'rein before the 
plant is placed in position ; but the plant should not be placed 
di'eper in the earth than before its removal. Tbe soil around 
tlieni sliould lie kept loosened and mulched (covered with 
straw or earth) as a protection from the sun, and the roots 
well watered in dry seasons. Frequent inspections will be 
made to prevent the accumulation of insects on the plants.

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T9. Any fruiting buslies or vines now ou any grave sections, 
not planted wholly for oruanieutal purposes, will be immedi- 
ately removed. Any large fruit trees now existing, or grape 
vines now being used as screens or for covering trellises, 
arbors, rostrums, etc., will be allowed to remain unless tbelr 
removal is directed. 

80. Trees and shrubs will be kept clear of dead, dying, or 
broken limbs and snags. When injured by storms the fact will 
be promptly reported to the office having supervision, the trees 
and shrubs so damaged immediately pruned, and all broken 
limbs removed. When a tree dies the fact will promptly be 
reported to the office having supervision and authority for its 
remo\al requested. 

81. As a rule, evergreen trees and shrubs need little or no 
pruning. The removing of the lower limbs, brandies, or foli- 
age from this class of trees is strictly prohiliited. When, in 
the opinion of superintendent, the lower branches of o\er- 
gieens should be removed a report should be made to the 
Quartermaster Genera), stating what pruning is required and 
describing the location of the trees, and instructions awaited. 

82. The trunks of deciduous trees will not be deprived of 
their lower limbs, unless directed by the Ctii.irtermaster Gen- 
eral or the landscape gardener. 

83. Mistletoe is injurious to trees and will not be permitted 
to grow thereon. Trees will also be kept clear of poison ivy. 
1 84. Superintendents may remove such of the branches of 
bushes as may be necessary to give them the full benefit of 
light and air. This can be accomplished by pruning out some 
of the older branches or thinning out of some of the young 
shoots where they are too dense, cutting them close to the 
base of the plants. 

85. When removing trees care will be taken to avoid Injury 
to monuments, headstones, shrubs, or other trees. The stumps 
and large roots will be removed in each case and the ground 
leveled and properly seeded or sodded. 

86. Ivy growing on the inside face of the inclosing wall will 
be kept trimmed on a line parallel with the lower edge of the 
coping. The ivy will not be allowed to bulge or form uneven 
or bulky masses on the face of the wall. Only one layer will 
bo maintained, and all shoots or growths which project be- 
yond such layer will be cut ofC twice a year, in the spring and 
in the latter part of the summer. Where ivy is grown, an 
open border, 12 to 16 inches wide, adjacent to and parallel 
with the inside face of the wall, will be maintained, the earth 
being frequently loosened and kept free from grass, weeds, 
dead leaves, etc. 

87. Flowering vines, such as running roses, clematis, etc., 
may be grown on the porches of the lodges, on arbors, and 
on rostrums. Ivy or other nonflowering vines will not be 
grown on the lodges, outbuildings, or rostrums, except where 
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such growths already exist, in which case they will ]<i- ;illu\vi .1 
to remain unless otherwise directed l)y the Quartermaster 
General. 

88. Flowers or other plants Krowijij; in boxes, tubs, pots, 
cans, or otliur receptacles will not be permitted without au- 
thority of the Quartermaster General. This does not apply to 
the Interior of the lodge, except the office. 

89. r.rushwood, leaves, deluis, or rubbish of any kind will 
not be burned in the vicinity of trees, evergreens, vines, shrubs, 
or lawns. 

INTERMENTS AND DISINTERMENTS. 

90. All officers, cadets, and enlisted men nf the .\rmy. Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Itcvonue-Outtnr .Service, ami .\rniy and 
Navy iiaymasleis' clerks, wlio died in the Kegnlar or \ olun- 
teer service of the United .Slates, or who die pfter having 
been mustered out or honorably dlsch.'uKod, are entitled to 
burial in any n.itlonal cemetery frci: of cokI. The same rights 
will lie accorded to Army nurses who are hnnorably discharged 
or pensioneil. The iiresentation of the commission, warrant, 
or honoral)Io discharge of the dece.i.^eil officer, enlisted man, 
or .\rmy nurse, m- the letter of appointment of the deceased 
Army or Navy paymasler's clerk signed l.y the SeiM'elary ol' 
War or Navy, iis the case may be, is sufllcient aiilhority for 
the Interuieiil. 

91. When an interment is made the. date, grave number, 
and llio name of the cemetery will be noted, in Inlt, on all dis- 
charges and pension certiflciites presented with the remains. 

92. If the lionorabl(! discliarge is nol availabli' as evidence 
of service, (he Interment may be made upon presentation of a 
pension ceillficate. If neither the honorable discliarge nor a 
pension certificate can be produced, surierlntendents will com- 
municate with the Qniirtermaster General, by telegraph If 
immediate burial is desired, for verification of the alleged 
service. 

93. Service as an officer or as an enlisted man in the State 
militia or national guard, even though the decedent drew a 
pension on account of such service, does not entitle to inter- 
ment in a national cemetery unless the organization was mus- 
tered Into the service of the United States. 

94. Telegraphers of the military establishment lieing civilian 
employees are not entitled to interment in a national cemetery. 

95. Where a national cemetery is used for interments from 
nearby Army posts or stations, the superintendent will re- 
quest from the post authorities a statement as to the service 
and the status of the decedent at the time of death, in order 
that the interment may be made in the proper section. When 
the statement of service shows the decedent to have been a 
general prisoner, a deserter, or a dishonorably discharged

man, iiitcnin'ut will be made in that portion nf the post sw- 
lion set npart for such cImss uf burials. If there be no plot 
reserved for bnrials cjf this L-iass, the interment will be made 
in a suitable location in the post section and the fact reported 
by letter to tl)e Quartennastei- General. 

96. When the discharge nr other papers indicate that the 
decedent sei\ od under an assumed name, or show evidence of 
erasures or alterations, request will be made on the Quarter- 
master General for verification ef the alleged service. 

97. The deceased wife of a commissioned (illlcer of the 
Army, .N'av.v, Marine Corps, and I{exeniie-( 'utter Service of the 
I'liited Stales Kei-'ular or A'oluulei'r forces may be interred 
jirior lo the death of her husband upon incseiitatiou of his 
connnissiiMi sif,'ned by the I'l'esident. This applies also to the 
wil'e i>( a warrant ollieev nf I lie Navy, provided such warrant 
bo slgn((l liy the I'k sitlciit : but does not a]iply to llie wife of 
;i warrant iillii'er of (lie Iti'veniie-i Mitler .Servlee, as such war- 
lanls are sifrued Ii.\ the Se( retai-y of the 'rreasury and the 
rank of these men is assiniilathc with that of a noncom)nls- 
sioned officer nf the .\rmy. The wife of an ,\rmy or Navy 
paymaster's elerk, upon presentation of his letter of appoint- 
ment sif,'neil by tile Secretary nf War or Navy, is I'lttitled to 
ilie same beiieliis. If tlie coiiniiisslon, warrant, or letter of 
appointment is not aA.-iilable, llie suiieilntendent will comniuni- 
rate with file Quarfermaster (Jeiieial. by tele;;raiih if imuie- 
diate Inirial Is desired, ,i;ivlng tlie nanje of the husband and 
the a|)jJi(i\iniate dales nf the alle;;ed services foi- verllieatioii, 
and awaii instruct ions. A |jet1y officer of the Navy being an 
enlisted man, his wile will not be interred in a national cpme- 
ic ry until after tlie Inirial therein of her husband, and then 
only in tlie same ;;r;ive. 

98. rpoii the interiiM'iit of any ellicer, m- the wife of any 
oilieer, referred u> in paragraph '.>T of tliese retiulations, file 
ailjipiniug ;;ra\c site, If desired, will be reserved for the sur- 
viving widnw (ir othcer, as the case may be, the reservations 
rei-orded in the burial register, and rcjiort thereof, made to the 
Quartermaster General. If there is an ollicers' section, the 
internxMit will be maile tiierein; otherwise, in the general 
burial section. Ucservations will not lie niade prior to the 
death of the (illicer or bis wife unless autliorized by the Quar- 
termai-ter (Jener.il. I'etty officers of the Navy being enlisted 
na^n are ncjf entitled lo interment in an officers' section. 

99. Burial sites will not be reser\ ed for Army nuiscs, or for 
petty officers cif the Navy, noncommissioned officers, or other 
enlisted men. 

100. The wife of an enlisted man may be interred in n 
national cemetery, but only after the burial therein of her 
husband and in the Kiime gnirc. This applies to the wives of 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps; to tlie 
wives of petty officers and tlKJse warrant officers of the Navy 
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whose wfirraiii'- are sijincd liy tho Sir-ictiiiy <pf tlio Navy; and 
to tlif wives of fiilisicil men and warrant officers of the 
Revenue-Cutter Sin-vii-.- whose warrants are signed liy the 
Si-crolary of the 'J'ii';isury, as they rank with noncommis- 
sioned officers of the Army, f'l'he wives nf warrant officers 
of the Navy whose warrants are si|2:ned by the Prrxidrnt are 
entitled i<j t)urial as proviiled for in p.iraKrapli 'iT of these 
regulations.) SuperinleiHlent^ are cautioned not tn inter tlie 
remains of tiie widow of an enlisted maii under promise that 
I/is reiiiiiiiis will be removed to the cemelei-y at a Inter date 
for rciiiteiiupnt in the same fjiave. 

101. Thi- remains of the wife of a .sii|ierinteiident may Ijc 
iiiteired in the cemetery without liist olitainiiip; tile autliorily 
of tlie tjiiartermasler (ieiieial. 

102. Iiilerments will be r-onfiiieil in oflii ers' sections, if any. 
and tlie in-c.si ribed limits of the regular lniiiai sectious. 
I'laKStaflC jiliits, marKins of drives, walljs or liurial sections, 
III- other cliiiice III- jirominent places will not be used for Inter- 
ments witiioiit autliorily of tlie <iuartermastei- Ueiieral. 

103. iliaves will be (lun ."i feet deep for cnmmissioiiid offi- 
cers or their wives, or for unmarried enliste<l men, and 7 
feet ilee|i for married enlisted men. AVhere lock is encoun- 
tered, graves need not be dii>; 7 feel unless it is definitely 
known that thi' widow of the eulisicd m.-m is to be burieil 
tlierein. 

104. Where rock is eiicoiintereil, two adjoiniiit; ;.'i-aves will 
be oiieiieil liy blasting', and tlie openings prolei-liNl liy board 
lovers made especially for such purpose and jiainled i,'rass 
green. Wlien an Interment is made, the body will he ]il:ii-ed in 
the first opened ;;i-.-n(', and a new f;rave will then be blnsted, 
thus leaviuK an open f;ra\e between I lie one in which the inter- 
nicnt is made and the place where lilasiiiif: is reqnireil. Only 
small cliarp's will b(> used, ;:re,it care bein^' taken not lo Injure 
the ad.1oining graves. Wliere im rock is eiiconiitcred. blasting 
will be discontinued until rock awiin aiipears. 'I'be distance 
between grave centers, or between the lieiids of ;;i-av('s. will 
not be clianp'd because of blastin;;. 

105. IntiM-meuls will not be made, without authority of the 
(,)iiarlernmstcr (Jpiicral, between exist iiig fxraves in old si'clions 
wliere sufficient space for new Interments aiipears to be 
available due to ,i ^neater distance than I feet iircvaillng 
between gl'ave celilers in such sections. 

106. When a disinternieiil is made the old grave site will be 
used as soon as practicable by making a new interment therein. 
Wliere one m- iiinic ;;rave sites In an old section is vacant, 
due to the former occupancy of the space liy a tnv or some 
ctlK-r obstriu-tloii. and it is desirable to use sm-li space fur 
burial puriuises In urder to complete the symmetr.v of the 
section, the matter will be reported to the (}narteriiiaster 
General for instructions. 
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107. New burial sections will not be started until the old 
ones are completely filled. \Vhen the necessity for a new 
section arist^s tbe matter will be reported to the Quarter- 
master Gener;il for instructions. 

108. When a new burial section Is started the distance be- 
tween the centers \Aill be 4 feet and the distance between the 
heads of graves 8 feet. But In burial sections now being used 
the same distances which now exist between grave centers 
and between heads of graves will be maintained. If, for any 
reason, the distance of 4 feet between centers is Impracticable, 
or if, in the opinion of the superintendent, such distance is 
iindesiralilo, he will report the matter to the Quartermaster 
General and await instructions. 

109. iSi>ecia! care will be taken that graves are on a line 
with one another so that the headstones will be in alignment, 
both laterally and longitudinally. Where headstones are out 
of alignment the matter will be immediately rectified. 

110. When filling the graves the earth will be thoroughly 
tamped as it is thrown in and the graves carefully sodded. 
Crave.s will not be mounded. When the graves sink, as they 
ultimately will, they will be filled level with the ground. 
The turf will be removed in as large and regularly shaped 
pieces as practicable, so that it can be neatly replaced when 
tl.e graves are filled. Sunken graves should be leveled In the 
early spring. 

111. Tempornry headboaids, 2 feet long by 10 inches wide, 
extending 18 inches iibove ground, bearing the name, rank, 
and soivice of the decedent and the grave number, will be 
frectcMl inunediately after interments. Under no circ-um- 
slances will the erection of temporary headboards be deferred. 
1'bese headboards will remain until repla<ert by regulation 
headstones or piivate monuments. When headboards are 
taken from the graves the lettering will be at once obliterated 
and the headboards repainted white for use at other graves. 
A suflScient number of headboards will be kept on hand to 
meet I'equirenients. 

112. All work incident to interments will be done by the 
cemetery force. Superintendents will not permit any charge 
to be made or the acceptance of any fee In connection with 
interments. 

113. Application for permission to disinter remains should 
be made tiy the nearest relative or the legal representative 
of the decedent to the Quartermaster General. 

114. Interments will not be made on Sundays, Memorial 
I>ays, or legal holidnys, unless circumstances render it neces- 
sary, in which case the burial will be made in the morning if 
practicable. 
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MONTTMENTS AND HEADSTONES. 

115. The erection of mausoleum.s or sarcophagi will not be 
permitted. 

116. The erection of private monuments, headstones, or 
footstones will not be permitted until both the proposed de- 
sign and the inscription hare been approved by the Quarter- 
master General. 

117. Application for permission to erect private monft- 
ments, headstones, or footstones will be made In writing — by a 
relative of the decedent If practicable — and submitted to the 
Quartermaster General for approval. The application must be 
accomiiauled by a design of the proposed monument, show- 
ing its Uimensioiis and stating the material of which it is to 
be made, together with an exact copy of the desired Inscrip- 
tion. 

118. Superintendents will see that monuments are erected 
In strict accordance with the approved designs and Inscrip- 
tions, and that the foundations are constructed as siicclfied 
In paragraph 121. 

119. When a private monument is erected at a grave, any 
headstone or other marker extending above the ground which 
luay have been placed prior to the erection of such private 
monument will be removed. 

120. Inscriptions are ro'stricted to the name, rank, and mili- 
tary or naval service of the decedent In accordance with the 
records of the War and Navy Departments; the places and 
tbo dates of birth and death; a brief biblical quotation or 
term of endearment. In English, not to exceed two lines; and, 
If desired, the name and the places and the dates of birth 
and death of the wife. Corps badges and insignia of civic 
organizations of a strictly military character (such as the 
liOyal Legion, the Grand Army of the Republic, etc.) will 
also be permitted when membership therein is established 
by proper records; but all references to civic societies, col- 
leges, universities, university degi-ees, and all emblems or 
Insignia of fraternal or other secret or civic societies, or 
other legends. Insignia, badges, etc., not relating to the United 
States military or naval service, are prohibited. 

121. I'liuiulations for private monuments will be constructed 
of best quality material and in a thorough and workmanlike 
manner; they will be made the full size of the bottom bases 
of the monuments, and will not extend above the surface of 
the ground at any point. The excavation will lie of sufficient 
depth to sernre a solid foundation. The depth will depend 
upon the natuie of the soil, but will not be less than 3 feet. 
The concrete will be composed of 1 part Portland cement, 2 
parts sharp, clean sand, and 4 parts washed gravel or broken 
stone of a hard nature; the stone or prravel will be not larger 
than a C-lncli cube; the cement and sand will first be tlior- 



oiighly mixed, tlieu welted to luaUe a luortnr, after which 
the stone or gra\el will be adde<l and tlie entire mixture 
turned, not less than four times, until each piece of stone or 
pravol is thoroughly coated with mortar. All concrete will be 
deposited as soon as mixed, and will be tamped until the 
moisture flushes to the surface. 

122. All work in connection with the erection of iirivate 
monuments will be done at private expense. Superintendents 
will see that parties erecting such monuments exercise special 
c;ire to avoid injury to the grounds, trees, slirubbcry, or other 
monuments. 

123. Work on tlie erection of private monuments should be 
begun in ample time for eomplelion and restoration of the 
gmunils to their proper condition at least 10 days prior to 
Memorial Diiy. Superintendents will bring this matter to the 
atiention of contractors having such work in charge. 

124. Superintendents are cMutioned against giving any in- 
foi-mation respecting interments which would give to one 
monument denier an advantage over his (■om])etil<irs in se- 
curing ((iiitnicls for the erection of private monuments. AVUen 
relatives or friends have arranged with dealers for the erec- 
tion of pri\ale monuments, such dealers will be given all in- 
forniatidii necessary to curry out the work. 

125. When jirivnte monuments are no! provided, (;(i\ern- 
ment headstones nf Ihe regulation pattern will bo erected at 
the graves of ullii-eis and enlisted men entitled tliereto, in- 
scribed with the name, rank, and service of the dcce<lent, and 
Ihe ntimbcr of the grave. 

126. M<inunients or lie,rdstoues ereited at individual graves 
will be set on the center line, at the head of the grave, with 
the inscription facing the grave, and in alignment, both later- 
ally and longitudinally, with the headstones at the other 
graves in the vicinity. CoNcrnment headstones will lie set 
and maintained 1,S inches above ground; and the blocks 6 
inches abo\e ground. Headstones will be reset and aligned 
when necessary, tlie work being done as far as practicable by 
the regular labor. The resetting and aligning of not less than 
10 headstones per day, per man, should be required. 

127. When one monument is to be erected on two burial 
sites I such as to an officer and his wife, or to two soldiers) it 
will be pla<ed at the head of and midway between the two 
graves. 

128. When a private monument is damaged, or when re- 
pairs or straightening are required, the fact will be reported 
to the linartermaster General. 

129. .Markers tof iron or other material), such as are 
usually furni.shed by military or other organizations, will not 
lie allowed on any lot or grave site. 

130. Hcadstiinr.s x-ill he kept clean.— In. burial sections hav- 
ing little or no shade, the headstones should be cleaned at 



least once in five years; In sections more or less sbaded, at 
least once In three years ; in sections densely shaded the head- 
stones should he cleaned with sufficient frequency Ui keep 
them free from mold. The regular labor will lie used for 
cleaning headstones, but will be so apportioned as not to 
Interfere with the other wfuk. The cleaning of not less than 
50 headstones per day. piT man, is considered a fair average 
and should be required. Palmetto-flber scrubbing brushes and 
Sapollo will be used. Superintendents and assistant superin- 
tendcnls will assist in this woric whenever practicable. 

131. When heads-lnncs nre ao discolored that they can not 
lio thoroughly cleaned with Sapolio, report will be made to the 
• .luarternjaster ("Jf-neral for siiccial instructions. 

132. Aciiis will not lie used for cleaning monuments or 
heailstones without specific authority. They will not be 
painted, whitewashed, or kalsoniined. 

133. National, Stale, or priv.ite monuniciils will not be 
cleaned without authority of the Uiiartermaslcr Oencral. 

VASES, CHAIRS, PLANTS, ETC. 

134. Imitation wreaths or flowers, or x:iscs, urns, tubs, 
haiiijiii;,' baslvcts, or other tixdncs Intcuded for plants, or 
chairs, settees, or otlicr olist ructions will not tie allowed on 
any lot or Ki'ave site. Such of tli'^se as hivo been placed 
thpnon will l>e remove,!. 

135. Natural wreaths, over^Toens. cut tioweis. or floral em- 
blems may he jilaced npon the graves 'I'liesi- will be removed 
by the superintendent after a reasonahle time. 

136. .\ ^'enc lai ornanientatlon of the ^'rounds appropriate to 
national i-emeleries will he inalntained. bur tiie planting of 
trees, shruhs. vines, or other jilants on any burial lot or grave 
site will not lie permitted. Such of these :is have been planted 
will be remo\('d when they hceonie winter klUcil or die from 
other causes. Tills applies also t<i plants at the bases of 
monuments, headstones, or mari<eis. Partii'S erecting private 
monuments will 1h> advised of this re^idatlon with a view to 
having the fonndatlons so constnicled tlnit thoy will not be 
exposeil. 

137. Kel.ilives and friends wiil he cantioned that a violation 
of the in-ovisiiais of jiaragraiilis 331 and i:!t> will result iii the 
removal of tlie olistruet ions, plants, etc.. and snperintendents 
will lie governeil accordingly, 

REQUISITIONS. 

138. .Ml reqtiisilions will tie submitted to the ofBce havini: 
supervision at the beginning of e.ich quarter, exce])t in cases 
of iMner;,'eiicy, and will cover all requirements at the cemetery 
during; the entire quarter. 
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139. Buildings, inclosures, flagstaffs, drains, etc., will be 
kept in proper condition. A\"ith this end in view superinten- 
dents will make careful and frequent inspections and submit 
to the office having supervision requisitions, with estimates of 
cost for such repairs as are needed, giving full explanation as 
to the nature and the necessity thereof. Failures to report 
mnlerl repairs and improvements havo subjected the depart- 
ment to embarrassment by its attention being called by In- 
specting officers to needed repairs and improvements v.'hich 
should have been attended to by superintendents as soon as 
required. 

140. Requisitions for painting and papering will show when 
similar work was last done. 

141. Supplies will not be purchased, or any repairs or im- 
provements made, or any contracts entered into, except In 
cases of emergency, without first obtaining the authority of 
the offloo having supervision. When allotments are made for 
any particular purpose no supplies will be purchased or work 
done, other than originally authorized, wil:b(uU authority of 
the ottiee having supervision. 

PAY ROLLS, VOUCHERS, ETC. 

142. Promptly on the last day of each month, superinten- 
dents will prepare and forward to the othce having super- 
vision certificates covering the services of the superintendent 
and the other employees during the month. Superintendents 
will certify, above their signatures, that the certificates are 
correct and that the services were rendered as stated. 

143. \'ouchers for supplies purchased or for services ren- 
dered will be prepared by the office havlug supervision. Bills, 
oertifleil by the superintendents covering purchases or serv- 
ii-c^, will be forwarded in duplicate to the oJllce having super- 
vision as eai-ly as iiracticable after the delivery of the sup- 
plies or the complelion of the ser\ices. 

144. At the Mcxiro City Xational Cemetery supplies and 
services will bo procured in aifordance with special instruc- 
tions of the Quarlfrmaster General. 

TOOLS AND IMPLEMENTS. 

145. At the close of each day, superintendents will see that 
all lawn mowers, tools, and other implemenis are placed under 
shelter, where they will be protected from the weather. The 
bearings of lawn mowers, vehicles, and implements will be 
kept well oiled, and the machines will be frequently examined 
for broken or work-out parts with a view to promptly replac- 
ing such parts when needed. 

146. When lawn mowers are laid aside for the winter they 
will be closely inspected and roquisition submitted for any 
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parts that should be replaced. When they are laid aside, 
cosmollne, or a heavy oil, will be applied to the blades and the 
other uncoated metal work, and the bearings thoroughly oiled, 
to prevent rusting during the winter. 

147. Flags will not be laid away while damp. 

148. Unserviceable or worn-out public property, including 
public nnimals, will not be disposed of except upon ppecific 
instructions. A list of such property will be submitted to the 
office having supervision at the close of each calendar year. 

149. Discarded hc^idstones will be listed with other un- 
serviceable property. When discarded the inscriptions will be 
nt once carefully obliterated with a cold chisel. 

ALLOWANCES. 

150. Following are the allowances of fuel, forage, furni- 
ture, etc., unless otherwise authorized by the Quartermaster 
(Jeneral : 

151. Fuel. — From May 1 to August 31, one-half cord of hard 
wood per month; from September 1 to .Vpril 30, one cord of 
hard wood per month. Tiie equivalent in coal will be issued 
in lieu of wood when the conditions so require. An increase 
of one-fourth of the above allowance will be issued to ceme- 
teries between the 30° and i:;' north latitude; if at such 
cemeteries the mean temperature for 20 days of any calendar 
month is not above 2i»° F., an Increiise of one-third will be 
allowed. If at any cemetery llie nuiin temperature is not 
above 10° V. for 20 days of any calendar month, an increase 
of one-half will be allowed, whatever the latitude of the 
I)i:ice. 

162. Fuel should be economically used so that it will suffice 
for the period for which issued. Any fuel purchased by 
superintendents, in iiildition to the auth(irized allnwuuee, will 
be at their own expense. 

153. Superintendents, when changing stations, will be re- 
quired, at their own expense, to furnisii their successors the 
equivalent of any (Jovernment fuel consumed' in excess of 
the allowance for any period. 

154. The allowance of fuel is made with a view to meeting 
the requirements of the respective cemeteries. If not used 
within the period designated, the excess does not become the 
property of the superintendent and will not be exchanged for 
groceries or other articles for his personal use. 

155. The temperature of the office dnrinf: cold weather will 
lie maintained at approximately 70° F. 

156. I'di-ditr. — Tlie forage ration for a publie horse is 14 
pounds of hay and 12 pounds of oats, corn, or barley per day; 
for a public mule. 14 pounds of hay iind 9 pounds of oats, 
com, or barley per day. For each animal 3 pounds of bran 
may be issucil in lieu of a similar quantity of grain. One 



luiudred pounds nf straw per mouth is iillownl for bedding for 
each public liorse or uiule. A judicious reducliou of tlie 
fnra^je ration sliould be wade al (.cmeterii's wliere grazing is 
pructieable or \vlien little labor is required of tlie public 
auinials. 

157. Tbe allowauce of forage, if not used within the period 
ilcsignatecl, does not l)ecoin<' the property of tlie superin- 
tendent, and will not lie used for private animals or fowl, or 
exchanged for gnuorios or other articles fen' the personal 
use of the superintendent. 

158. OflUc fiirnitiirt . - in\e office dosl;. one office table, one 
.'.landinf; table for visitors' register, one bookcase, six otBce 
chairs, two inkstands, one rule. u<'cessar.v stationery. 

159. .Scores-. — One heiiting sloxe with pipe, for ollicc. except 
at lod;:cs in wliicli heating apparatus has been installed; one 
cook stove, with parts. 

160. RivonI hookt.' 'H\o Icllcrs-iccciNi'd book, one Icitcrs- 
seut book, two index l>ooks, one liook for recording disburse- 
ment.s, one burial register, one visitors' register. When these 
liooks are used up now on(>s will bo at once requested to re- 
place them, and the cpjd liooks carefully preserved at the ceme- 
tery for future referenci'. 

161. tStatioiii'iy {qiinrieilj/) .-'V\nro quiics letlcr i)aiier, 
3 quires foolscap paper, 3 sheets blotling paper, ]50 official 
envelopes, -i siccl pens, .". ]icnholdei's, c. lead pencils, the ncc- 
es.sary black inlc, red iidc, and mucilage. Itecpiisiticms for so 
much of the allow.-ince of stationery as may he needed will be 
submitted quarterly. 

182. I'Uiijs (aniuKilIi/) .- (hH- posi flag, two storm flags, and 
two halyards. Requisitions for flags and halyards will be 
submitted only as they are requiiiMl. If circumstances n'qnire, 
requisitions will be submitted for extra flags and halyards. 

163. Sliiulcx II ml srrrriiK. — Spring-i oiler shades of dark 
j-creen color will be suiiiilied for the windows, and wire sci'eens 
foi the doors ;ind windows. 'I'lie si-reens will lie removed in 
tlic fall and stored where tliey will be protected from 
dampness. , 

164. Tdilit iiiiiirr. — A reasonalilc .-i mount will be sii|iplied 
each cemetery. 

165. Kciinisitions for reiiairs to, or the renewal of, office 
furniture. sto\es, or iccord books, will be accompanied by a 
statement of the condition of the articles to be rejiaired or 
renewe<i. 

CORRESPONDENCE AND RECORDS. 

166. Correspondence received or sent out will be at once 
pro[ier]y noted in the letters-received or the letters-sent liook, 
and carefully indexed. Official correspondence and papers 
which are to be retained at the cemetery will be carefniy filed, 
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so that thoy may be readily located when required. Official 
corresiiondence will be attended to without delay. 

167. Conesfiondenoe will not be Indexed under the name of 
the officer wIjo signs the communication, or tbe office from 
which it is sent, but under the subject of the communication, 
cross-reference indexes being made when necessary. For 
o.Miniple: (o) The office having supervision refers papers re- 
garding the erection of a monument by the sr:ite of Penn- 
sylvania; this should be indexed under "Pennsylvania" .nnd 
a cross-reference index made under "Monument." (6) John 
T'oe writes the superintendent to inquire regarding tbn erec- 
tion of a monument at the grave of his father, or regarding 
Ihe removiil of the remains of his fatlier; this should be in- 
(l<-.\ed under tbe n;inie of Uie writer and cross-reference in- 
dexes made under " Mcmiiment," or " Itemains," ami the name 
of the decedent, as the case may be. (r) An estimate is sub- 
mitted by tlie superiTitemleiit, or a letter is written by the 
officer in chsirge, regarding (iil:iin repairs or supplies needed; 
this should lie Inde.xcd under " ICstiuiates " and eross-reference 
indexes made under tlie name of the tmlldiug to be repaired 
or the kind of supplies ic(]ulred, as tin' case may be. 

168. An offlci:il communication should refer to one sulijeot 
only. 

169. Wlien replying or referring to ti eomnuMiication from 
the ijuartermiister (ienenil or from the office having sii|iervl- 
siou, tin' leeord number on sucli communication should be 
given. 

170. Letters of transmittal will nol lie used In forwarding 
Iieiiodiciil reports. 

171. (»ne fnll-sized slie<'t of letter ]i:iper (not foolscap"! will 
lie nse<l for a commnnicatlon reiiuiring but a single p.ige. 
When more than one page is required additional sheets of the 
same size will be used, numbered consecutively. Only one 
side of the paper will be written >ipon. Foolscap paper will 
not lie used for correspondence exee]it when letter-size pajier 
is not on liand. When so used it will be cut to a length of 
30+ Indies. 

172. Letler pa|iei- will l)e folded in thice equal folds parallel 
with the writing. The left edge of the sheet, before it Is 
folded, lieconies the top of the sheet wlien it is folded for in- 
dorsements or for filing. The folds are numbered from left 
to right on the baek of the sheet. 

173. When a letter consists of more than one page, the back 
of the last sheet only will be used for indorsements. Indorse- 
ments will not be written upon the first fold, which Is used 
exclusively for rei-ord numbers and a brief of the contents of 
the letter." 

174. The first indorsement begins at the top of the second 
fold, the other indorsements being numbered consecutively 
1111(1 fidldwing In the order of their dates, on the successive 
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folds. Additional space for indorsements, when required, will 
be provided by using slips of the same length as, and three- 
fourths of an inch wider than, the third fold of the letter. 
The three-fourths-inch excess width of the slip will be pasted 
to the underside of the extreme right-hand edge of the third 
fold, and the slip turned back. The exposed portion of each 
slip, when thus attached, should be of the same length and 
width ns the third fold of the sheet, turning buck upon the 
preceding fold like the leaf of a book. 

175. Communic.itions from the Quartermnster General or 
from the office having supervision, requesting report or in- 
formation on any subject, should bo returned by indorsement. 
If the report called for is too lengthy to be incorporated in an 
ii'florsement, the report should be submitted as a separate 
paper and made an inclosure to the indorsement. 

176. The usual word.s of salutation, such as " Doar Sir," etc., 
and the complimentary close, such as " Respectfully," etc., 
should be omitted from indorsements. 

177. The number of inclosures, if any, should be noted on 
the face of the communication, below and to the left of the 
signature. 

178. Communications should be nddrossed to tlio Quarter- 
master Generul, the Chief Quartermaster, or the Depot Quar- 
termaster, as the case may be, and not in the name of the 
officer who may be in charge at the time. Communications 
which relate to the care and maintenance of the cemetery 
should be addressed to the ("liief iniartermaster or to the De- 
pot Quartermaster in charge of the cemetery. Communica- 
tions intended for the Quartermaster General should be for- 
warded through the office having supervision, unless otherwise 
directed. 

179. Following are the correct forms of an official letter 
and an official indorsement:

The lodge at this cemetery is a standard, or Meigs plan, 
building, two stories in height, with a basement and a one- 
room annex. There are two living rooms and an office on 
the first floor, three bedrooms on the second floor, and three 
rooms in the basement. A steam-beating system and a bath 
have recently been installed and the building is now in flrst- 
class condition. 

Superintendent. 
(Two inclosures.) 

180. Superinloudents will not make erasures or alterations 
in original Iclleis or reports when rctiiriied or referred to 
them inviting attention to errors or for the correction of 
burial records. 

181. Memorandums or indorsements attached to papers will 
not be removcil tlioiefrom, nor will any inclosures be with- 
held, by superintendents when returning papers with reports 
or information called for by the Quartermaster General or 
by the olllce having supervision. 

182. Superintendents will, not rewrite the liurial register 
nor make any cliaugcs in the existing metlic)ds of recording 
interments therein without authority of the tjuartermaster 
General. 

183. Running numbers are used to indicate the total number 
of burial.s that have been made in the cemetery to date. 
Care will be exercised not to confuse these numbers with 
grave numbers when recording interments in the burial regis- 
ter or when making reports relative to interments. 

184. When a body is disinterred and a new burial is made 
in the vacant grave the new interment will be given the old 
grave number. 

185. When rocnrdiug Interments in the burial register, or 
upon the reports of interments, the surname of the decedent 
will be written first, followed by a comma, the full Christian 
name, and the middle initial, if any. 

186. In recording the interment of an officer or an enlisted 
man who served under an alias (assumed name), the fact will 
be noted on the burial record. If entries in the burial regis- 
ter are made in alphabetical order the interment will be 
entered under the proper letter of the decedent's true name 
as well as his assumed name, the fact that the decedent 
served under an alias being noted under each name. 



187. Wheu leiuaius are buried or disiuterred umler special 
instructions of tbe Quartermaster General, tlie record number 
of tbe communication directing tbe same will be noted on tbe 
montbly interment report. 

188. Interment reports will be forwarded direct to tbe 
Quartermaster General at the close of eacb moutb. These 
reports will be sent iu wbetber interments or disinterments 
have been made or not. 

189. The Interment of a soldier's widow will be entered iu 
Ihe burial rc,^'istcr In its regular order, the same as though 
tbe burial were that of a soldier. A cross notation will then 
be made in red ink against the entry of the husband's burial, 
I's follows: "And bis wife ^ giving her Christian name and 
the date of death)." 

190. The card system will not be adopted for keeping burial 
or other lecords without authority of tbe Quartermaster 
General. 

ANIMALS, FO'WL, ETC. 

191. Supei-inteudents will give personal attention to keep- 
ing tlie public nuimals well shod, groomed, fed, and watered, 
and will see that they receive the proper allowance of hay 
and grain. 

192. Public or private ikmicsUc auimals will not be allowed 
to run loose or to be picketed within tbe inclosuro. Corpo- 
rations or individuals (other than the superintendent) will 
not be allowed to pasture or shelter any animals on the 
reservation. 

193. Private horses, or other animals or fowl, will not be 
kept on the reservation without authority of the Quarter- 
master (;eneral. Application for such privilege should set 
forth the reasons for making the request. When the keeping 
of domestic animals or fowl is authorized, the conditions under 
which such permission is granted will be strictly observed. 
Id no case will authority be granted to keep more than one 
private draft animal (horse or mule) or more than one cow, 
ai.d when such authority is granted the public animals will 
not be deprived of the stable accommodations provided for 
them, or otherwise neglected. 

194. The permission referred to in the preceding paragraph 
will apply only to the cemetery at which the superintendent 
is stationed when the privilege is granted. Should the super- 
intendent, in case of transfer, desire similar privilege at his 
new station, separate request for such authority will be 
made upon the Quartermaster General. If similar privilege 
be desired by his successor, a separate application will be 
made. 
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GAKDENING. 

195. Plots, however small, will not be set iipart within the 
inclosure for raising vegetiibles, etc. At certain cemeteries, 
in Isolated locations, where a portion of the resci\ation is 
without the inclosure and where fresh vcsftaliles can not 
readily be obtained, upon application U< the <iuartermaster 
General permission m.iy be granted to nialnt^iin ii small vegeta- 
ble garden outside the Inclosure. When snch permission is 
granted, vegetables will be cultivated only for the n.se of the 
superintendent's family. The cemetery laborers will not be 
used for, or the work of the cemetery ne^'I'ited In, cultivating 
the plot. 

196. When a stipi rintendent is transferiiil. the rxTniission 
referred to in the preceding paragraph will not extend to his 
new station or to his suceessor. If such privilege lie desired 
at his new statinn, or liy his successor, a separate application 
will iie made. 

TELEFHONES. 

197. Telephone service will not be permitted without au- 
thority of the Quartermaster General. The cost of installa- 
tion, malnteniiiiee, and removal of telephones will not be borne 
by the Government except at cemeteries where the public 
interests require such service. When antlxirized, the super- 
hitondent will see that the telephone is Installed without In- 
juring' the lodge, trees, etc. Except at cemeteries where tele- 
phono service is authorized at public expense, the sii|ierintend- 
ent, on change of station, will see that the service Is discon- 
tinued and the telephone removed before his departure. 

198. When a superintendent Is truiisfernd the permission 
referred to In the preceding paragraph will not extend to his 
new station or to his successor. If such privilege be desired 
at his new station or liy his successor, n separate application 
will be made. 

APPROACH ROADWAYS. 

199. The superiutendeut will have charge of that portion of 
the Government approach roadway which does not lie within 
file lorporate limits of a city, town, or village. 

800. The superintendent will keep the approach roadway 
aud the parking in good condition, the trees trimmed, and the 
gutters clear. He will promptly report to the office having 
suiiervislon any slides that may occur or damage that may be 
done to culverts or drains, or any other needed repairs, giving 
an estimate of the cost of making the required repairs. 

201. When allotments are made for repairing an approach 
roadway, no portion of such funds will be expended on any 

SJtiOl— 11 3 
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])iiit of the lor.dway which lies within t)io corporate limits 
■ if a city, town, or village unless so directed by the oflice hav- 
ini; supervision. 

202. When the corporate limits of a city, town, or village 
aro extended so as to take In any part of a Government ap- 
I)roach roadway, or when the corporate limits are receded 
from so as to exclude any part of a Government approach 
roadway, the fact will be promptly reported to the Quarter- 
master General. 

203. Refuse or other debris or obstructions will not be 
allowed on the roadway or in the gutters. Persons violating 
this rule will be required to remove the obstructions, and their 
failure to do so will be promptly reported to the office having 
supervision. 

204. Xo crossings or approaches will be permitted to be 
constructed, or telegraph, telephone, or electric-lJKht poles 
erected, or water or sewer pipes laid without authority of the 
Secretary of War. Superintendents will see that work of 
this nature is done in accordance with the conditions under 
which the authority therefor is granted. 

205. Whenever authority is granted for the construction of 
a track along or across an approach roadway, the parties ob- 
taining such privilege are required to maintain In proper re- 
pair the roadway between the tracks and for a certain distance 
on either side thereof. Likewise, whenever authority Is 
granted for the construction of a crossing or an approach to a 
roadway from adjoining property, the parties obtaining such 
privilege are required to maintain in proper repair that por- 
tion ol" the roadway adjacent to such crossing or approach. If 
these requirements are not fully complied with, the superin- 
tendent will report the fact to the office having supervision.
